Import Trade of British India Page 172 
It is encouraging, writes H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner in India, that although imports from the 
United Kingdom in the first half of the fiscal year 
were reduced in value the percentage rose to 31-9 
from 29°8 in the corresponding period of 1937-38. 
The Far East hostilities reduced Japan’s share and 
German competition was less severe.

In the foreign trade the net tonnage of vessels 
arriving in December 1938 at ports with cargo for 
discharge at the port of arrival was 7 per cent. less 
than in December 1937, while arrivals in ballast 
showed an increase of 3 per cent.; departures with 
cargo were 1} per cent. less and those in ballast 
8 per cent. smaller. There was an all-round reduc- 
tion in coasting trade, movements ranging from 24 
to 10 per cent. less. As regards the foreign trade in 
the fourth quarter of 1938 entrances and clearances 
with cargo were respectively 74 and 2 per cent. less 
than the high totals recorded for the last quarter of 
1937, though the tonnage cleared was greater than in 
any previous December quarter since 1930; ballast 
movements showed an increase of 8 per cent. in

VOLUME OF IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1938 


COMPARISON WITH 1937 AND WITH AVERAGES FOR 1909-13 AND 1924-29 
(EXCEPT 1926) 


The chart on page 171 traces, month by month, 
the volume of our imports and exports in 1938 and 
1937, the values represented being those calculated 
on the basis of the prices prevailing in the year 1935. 
The recorded values of the imports and exports have 
been converted in the manner outlined in the article 
on the volume of trade appearing on page 135 of the 
last issue of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal,’’ allowance 
being made for changes in the average values which 
have occurred in the course of each year. The infor- 
mation relates to total imports and to British exports, 
the course of the re-export trade not being traced on 
the chart. 

The chart also shows the averages for the years 1924 
to 1929 (except 1926) on the basis of the prices pre- 
vailing in 1935, together with, as on previous occa- 
sions, averages for the five years 1909 to 1913 after 
making estimated allowances for the effects of the 
separation of the Irish Free State on the recorded 
values of the external trade of the United Kingdom. 
The year 1926 has been omitted owing to the very 
abnormal trade in that year consequent upon the 
general strike and the prolonged stoppage of coal 
production. 

Trade figures for any one month of any year are 
necessarily liable to accidental variations. The com- 
paratively steady trend of the monthly averages for 
the five years 1909 to 1913 and 1924 to 1929 (except 
1926), particularly when allowance is made for the 
differences in the number of days in the months, indi- 
cates that, in the averages for these periods, such acci- 
dental variations have been smoothed out. It will be 
noted that the Easter and Whitsun holidays appear to 
have affected the trade of April and of June to a 
greater extent in the post-war period than in 1909 to 





1913, possibly due to the practice in more recent years 
of making some extension of the holiday period as 
compared with pre-war years. 

The import curve based on post-war averages is very 
similar in shape to that based on pre-war averages. 
The volume of imports falls during the spring and 
summer, reaches the lowest point in August or Sep- 
tember, rises sharply in October, and is highest in the 
winter months. 

As regards exports, it will be seen that the pre-war 
averages show some increase in the volume of exports 
throughout the year. The post-war averages, on the 
other hand, would seem to indicate a definite increase 
in the volume of exports in October and a general 
slight downward trend until the following September. 


In 1937 took place a substantial expansion of imports 
from January to November. Following the November 
peak there was a considerable decline in December and 
a fall between December and January much more 
marked than usual. There was no appreciable devia- 
tion from the seasonal trend until June, when imports 
rose instead of showing the normal considerable fall. 
The rising tendency was continued for three months, 
but the seasonal increase in October was much less 
than usual and thereafter declines were recorded 
instead of seasonal increases. 


Exports tended to expand up to July 1937, but there- 
after fell to a considerable extent, having regard to the 
normal seasonal movement. The fall continued at the 
beginning of 1938, but the volume of exports month 
by month last year differed but little from the normal, 
except that there was less fluctuation than generally 
takes place from April to July and the seasonal increasé 
in the autumn commenced earlier than usual.

BRITISH INDIA 
TRADE BALANCE AND IMPORTS, APRIL—SEPTEMBER 1938 


(In this Survey crores and lakhs are expressed as 
follows: —Rs. 151,67 lakhs (actually 15,167 lakhs) =

During the six months ended September 1938 the 
value of imports decreased, as compared with the corre- 
sponding period of 1937, by Rs. 14,60 lakhs, or 17 per 
cent., and amounted to Rs. 71 crores, *writes H.M. 
Senior Trade Commissioner in India, Burma and 
Ceylon. 

Total exports, including re-exports, decreased by 
Rs. 19,99 lakhs, or 20 per cent., to Rs. 82 crores. 
Exports of Indian merchandise showed a decrease of 
Rs. 18,95 lakhs, or 19 per cent., and re-exports one of 
Rs. 1,04 lakhs, or 28 per cent. The grand total of 
imports, exports and re-exports amounted to Rs. 1,52 
crores as against Rs. 1,87 crores, a decrease of Rs. 35 
crores, or 19 per cent. 


BALANCE OF TRADE 


India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the six months, April-September 1938, 
1937 and 1936, is shown in the following table. The 
figures are arrived at by combining the balances of 
transactions in (1) private merchandise and (2) treasure 
(private account). The balance of remittances of funds 
is also shown with details at the end of this table. In 
these balances the sign (+) indicates net exports and 
( — ) net imports.

Import TRADE 


The reduction in the import trade, as was antici- 
pated in the last Survey of this series, covering the

fiscal year ended 31 March 1938, has been severe (ge, 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 11 August 1939 
pages 182-4). The recession, which set in during the 
summer of 1937, resulted in a lack of forward contracts 
which is reflected by the import figures of the period 
under review. Moreover, the corresponding period of 
1937 included greatly swollen imports due to heavy 
purchases made in the boom period towards the end of 
1936 and early in 1937. Heavy stocks were accumn. 
lated during the summer and autumn of 1937, but 
these have gradually been liquidated. The outlook in 
the import trade is therefore slightly brighter than it 
was six months ago. The material decline of some 
Rs. 15 crores in the period under review represents ¢ 
fall under almost every heading, with the significant 
exception of machinery of all kinds, which advanced 
by no less than Rs. 1°37 crores. Miscellaneous textiles, 
largely rayon goods, fell by Rs. 1°82 crores, motor 
vehicles, etc., by Rs. 1:15 crores, iron and steel by 
Rs. 1:28 crores, dyes and colours by Rs. 1°1 crores, 
hardware, implements, cutlery, etc., by Rs. 85 lakhs 
and paper manufactures by Rs. 80 lakhs. These reduc. 
tions appear severe when contrasted with the figures 
for 1937, but it should be noted that the total import 
trade is still Rs. 11°74 crores in excess of the figures 
for the corresponding period of 1936.

It is encouraging that although imports from the 
United Kingdom were reduced in value by nearly Rs.3 
crores, the percentage rose from 29°8 to 31:9. The 
problem in India which faces United Kingdom ex- 
porters is not so much the difficulty of meeting foreign 
competition (although this requires constant vigilance 
and effort) as the contraction of the market due to the 
progressive industrialisation of the country. 


The effects of the hostilities in the Far East are 
clearly shown by a reduction in the share of Japan by 
fully 3 per cent. Imports from Japan show reductions 
under almost every heading, but particularly in respect 
of rayon, textiles, hardware and galvanised steel sheets. 
The steady rise in Japanese prices has adversely 
affected their trade under almost every item and has 
created a tendency in the bazaars to revert to previous 
suppliers. 


German competition has been less severe, and 
Germany’s share fell by nearly one per cent. Imports 
of German dyestuffs were reduced by Rs. 77 lakhs, 
hardware by Rs. 31 lakhs, wrought copper by Rs. 19 
lakhs, and heavy falls took place under most items of 
chemicals and iron and steel. On the other hand, 
imports from Germany of machinery advanced by 
Rs. 45 lakhs. 


The position of the United States remained fairly 


constant at 6°6 per cent., although the volume of trade 
fell from Rs. 5,41 lakhs to Rs. 4,67 lakhs.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN DECEMBER 1938 AND IN RECENT 
QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
yessels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
during December 1938 with cargo for discharge at the 
port of arrival was 6,972,000 tons, or 515,000 tons (7 
per cent.) less than in December 1937. With the 
exception of Dutch vessels, for which an increase of 


9,000 tons (6 per cent.) was recorded, there was a

reduction in the tonnage arriving with cargo under each 

{ the principal flags. British tonnage was less by 
960,000 tons (6 per cent.) and German, United States 
ad Norwegian tonnage all declined by about 50,000 
tons. Most of the decrease of 127,000 tons (11 per 
cent.) shown for *‘ Other Nationalities ’’ was in respect 
of Greek, Russian and Danish vessels. The British 
proportion of the tonnage that arrived with cargo in- 
creased from 60 per cent. in December 1937 to 61 per 
cent. in December last. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
cargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
in ballast) was 2,462,000 tons and showed an increase 
of 64,000 tons (8 per cent.) as compared with December 
1937. Among the principal nationalities, the only 
changes of importance were an increase of 145,000 tons 

per cent.) in British tonnage and a decrease of 
%,000 tons (84 per cent.) in French tonnage. The 
British share of the total net tonnage that arrived in 
ballast rose from 57 per cent. in December 1937 to 62 
per cent. in December 1988, and of the total British 
urivals with cargo and in ballast the proportion in 
ballast increased from 23 to 26 per cent. 


Foreign Trade, Departures.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during December 1938 from ports 
which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
5,523,000 tons, being 79,000 tons (14 per cent.) less 
than in December 1937. British tonnage was less by 
$8,000 tons (1 per cent.) and French by 59,000 tons 
20 per cent.), but an inerease of 54,000 tons (26 per 
ent.) was recorded for Dutch vessels. About 63 per 
ent. of the tonnage that departed with cargo was

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no eargo for abroad 
recorded as departing in ballast) was 4,023,000 tons, 
adecrease compared with December 1937 of 350,000 
‘ons, or 8 per cent.

The total net 
decrease, however, was primarily due to a decline of 
41,000 tons (34 per cent.) shown for ‘‘ Other Nation-

The appreciable decline in tonnage arriving with 
cargo affected most of the principal ports, while 
reduced coal exports accounted largely for the 
decreased traffic at Cardiff. There was a substantial 
increase in passenger-liner movement at Plymouth and 
Southampton, more than offsetting a considerable 
decline in the tonnage of French and German liners 
ecalline off Cowes. 


Coasting Trade.—There was an all-round reduc- 
tion as compared with a yeur earlier in the tonnag 
engaged in the coasting trade in December. Arrivals 
and departures with cargo were lower by 81,000 tons 
(84 per cent.) and 60,000 tons (24 per cent.), respec- 
tively, while there were decreases of 243,000 tons (93 
per cent.) in the arrivals and 251,000 tons (10 per cent.) 
in the departures of vessels in ballast. The principal 
changes at individual ports, as compared with 
December 1937, are shown below :—

A table showing the average daily movement of 
entrances and clearances in the foreign trade during 
each month of the years 1937 and 1938, compared with 
the average for the corresponding month in the period 
1927-36 is given on page 176. The table shows that for 
vessels with cargo there was a decrease in 1938 as com- 
pared with 1937 in the average daily movement of 
tonnage both entered and cleared in each month except 
January, February and May, when increases occurred 
in the tonnage entered. The decrease was propor- 
tionately greatest in November as regards entrances 
and in July as regards clearances. For the year as a 
whole the daily average of tonnage entered with cargo 
was less by 3 per cent. than the record figure for 1937,

FOREIGN TRADE—ENTRANCES AND 
CLEARANCES DURING THE LAST 
FIVE QUARTERS 


Tables showing the entrances and clearances of 
vessels at ports in the United Kingdom during each of 
the last five quarterly periods appear on page 177. 
Entrances and clearances with cargo last quarter were 
respectively 74 and 2 per cent. less than the high totals 
recorded for the fourth quarter of 1937, though the 
tonnage cleared was greater than in any previous 
December quarter since 1930; the movement of vessels 
in ballast showed an increase of 8 per cent. in the 
tonnage entered and a decrease of 5 per cent. in that 
cleared. 

Statistics relating to entrances and clearances with 
cargo from and to British countries and foreign coun- 
tries show that 28 per cent. of the net tonnage entered 
with cargo at United Kingdom ports in the fourth 
quarter of 1938 was from other parts of the British 
Empire, the corresponding proportion in respect of 
clearances with cargo being 25 per cent. In each 
quarter of 1938 there was an increase compared with 
a year earlier in the total movement of tonnage with 
cargo trading with British countries and a decrease in 
that trading with foreign countries. For the whole 
year the proportion represented by entrances and 
clearances from and to British countries rose from 24:8 
and 23°4 per cent., respectively, in 1937 to 27-1 and 
25-4 per cent. in 1938. 

As regards the nationalities of the vessels concerned, 

sritish tonnage entered and cleared with cargo last 
quarter was about 4 per cent. less than a year earlier,

while decreases were also recorded in each direction fo 
German, French and United States vessels, the reduce. 
tions being proportionately greatest in the case 4; 
French tonnage. Two-thirds of the reduction of 1g 
per cent. in the tonnage of ‘‘ Other Nationalities ’ 
entered with cargo related to Swedish, Greek an 
Russian vessels. The tonnage of Dutch vessels entered 
and cleared with cargo, on the other hand, was greate 
than a year earlier, the increase in clearances being 
particularly marked. 

The substantial decrease of 1:3 million tons in the 
tonnage entered with cargo last quarter compared 
with a year earlier was shared by all but thre 
of the trading areas specified in the tables, though 
nearly one-half of the total decline related to 
vessels which entered from countries in ‘‘ Northem 
Europe (Foreign) ’’; this was due in part to a consider. 
able reduction in imports of wood and timber from thy 
Soviet Union, Finland, Sweden and Poland. On the 
other hand, clearances with cargo to that area showed 
an increase, and the total net decrease was primarily 
due to a reduction of 15 per cent. in the tonnag 
cleared to ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediter. 
ranean Countries,’’ which may be associated with 4 
reduction of 40 per cent. in exports of coal to Franc 
Decreases were recorded in both entrances and clear. 
ances with cargo from and to six other trading areas 
the reduction in both directions being relatively larg: 
in the case of ‘‘ West and South Africa ’’ and ‘* West 
Indies and Central America (Atlantic Coast).’’ On 
the other hand, increases were recorded in the tonnage 
of vessels trading with Fire and the Pacific Coast of 
South and Central America.

PROGRESS OF SHIPBUILDING DuRING THE YEAR 

Lioyd’s Register Quarterly Returns show that at the 
opening of the year 1938 the tonnage being built throughout 
the world was 2,900,184 tons. At the end of March there 
was a decrease of about 5,000 tons; at the end of June there 
was a further decrease of 68,000 tons, while the September 
total showed yet another decrease of 115,000 tons. At the 
end of December the total was 2,668,864 tons, showing 4 
decrease of 231,320 tons as compared with December 1937 
The figures for Great Britain and Ireland have recorded 4 
persistent diminution for the four quarters, and show the 
large decrease of 345,664 tons (30-7 per cent.) at the end ol 
December 1938. The figures of new tonnage commenced 
during the year have also shown a sharp decline, especially 
for the last two quarters of the year, although there has 
heen an increase in tonnage ordered during the last three 
months. 

At the beginning of 1939, of eight countries which had 

ore than 100,000 tons of shipping under construction, 
Great Britain and Treland, with 779,762 tons, ranked first, 
heing well ahead of the combined totals of the two leading 


countries abroad, viz.: Germany, 355,787 tons, and Japat, 
309,586 tons. The United States (with 298,617 tons), 
Holland (247,077 tons), Italy (161,470 tons), Sweden 


(146,550 tons) and Denmark (121,940 tons) followed, the 
next in order being France (89,825 tons). 


The amount of tonnage commenced throughout the world 
during 1938, as shown in Lloyd’s Register Quarterly Re 
turns, is less than that launched during the year by 501, 361 
tons. There has, however, been some upward tendency in 
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Trade and Industry—Continued 


the amount of new tonnage ordered during the last quarter 
of the year. 


VESSELS CLASSED BY LLoypb’s REGISTER 


Of the merchant vessels launched last year, 407 of 
1,655,049 tons (217 vessels of 917,244 tons in Great Britain 
and Ireland and 190 of 737,805 tons abroad) were being 
built under the survey of the Society with a view to classi- 
fcation in Lloyd’s Register Book. 


Attention is specially drawn to the figures in Table IX 
and to the double line in the diagram showing the tonnage 
of new vessels classed by Lloyd’s Register during each 
calendar year for the last thirty-four years. A notable 
feature disclosed by these figures is that the average ton- 
nage of new vessels classed by the Society for that long 
period (1905-88) amounts to 1,558,834 tons per annum.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 19387

SINGAPORE 


According to the Report on the Social and Economi 
Progress of the People of Brunei for the year 1937, th 
total value of imports during the year under review (ex. 
clusive of notes, coin, bullion and specie) was 2,516,154 
dollars. The majority of the principal imports showed 
increases, the largest being in respect of tobacco, provisions 
petroleum, timber, dyed cotton goods, machinery, cement 
and miscellaneous manufactured articles. The leading 
sources of supply were the United Kingdom, 


Japan, Siam 
Indo-China, Burma, China, Java and Sarawak. 


As regards exports, the value in 1937 was 5, 553, 428 dols 
The general trend was upwards, with crude oil, plantatior 
rubber, cutch, sago flour and miscellaneous manufactured 
articles showing the largest increases. The only serious d 
crease was in respect of exports of dried prawns. 


Apart from crude oil and natural gas which are exported 
direct to Sarawak, all exports pass through Singapore 
where they lose their identity in the entrepét trade. Th 
ultimate destinations of these commodities cannot, there- 
fore, be definitely stated. It may be presumed, however 
that the bulk of the rubber went to the United Kingdom 
and the United States, the cutch to the United Kingdom 
and Japan and the jelutong to the United States.

The Department of Overseas Trade has received parti- 


culars of the foreign trade of Iran in the period 21 March 
to 21 June 1938, which show that imports (exclusive of duty- 
free imports) and exports (excluding oil) were valued at 
207,360,000 rials and 156,642,000 rials, as compared with 
267,930,000 rials and 148,584,000 rials, respectively, a year 
earlier. The principal ‘imports were cotton piece- goods, 
32,137,000 rials, as against 37,807,000 rials in the 1937 
period; woollens, 2,359,000 rials (7,243,000 rials); and tea, 
1,226,366 kilogs. (3,419,440 kilogs.). 

As regards exports, the leading items were cotton, raw 


wool, rice, hides and skins, gum tragacanth, casings, 
carpets, carded wool, red oxide, cumin, almonds and 
medical plants.

ANTIGUAN LICENSING OF NON-RESIDENT 
TRAVELLING AGENTS 

The Trade Licences and Tax Ordinance, 1938, in 
force as from 1 January 1939, provides, inter alia, that 
any person carrying on the business of a travelling 
agent in Antigua must obtain a licence from the 
Treasurer, the cost of which is £5 per annum. 

The Ordinance defines a travelling agent as a ‘‘ non- 
resident individual who takes, solicits or receives orders 
for anything capable of being sold, bartered, traded in 
or exchanged for and on behalf of any individual, firm 
or company, and includes a non-resident individual 
canvassing for insurance business.”’

Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1997, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guarantes, 
may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, or 
company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, and 
the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, ig, 
wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the United 
Kingdom. 

These guarantees are designed to protect exporter 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex. 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con. 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five year 
by purchases of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of contract 
is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has shown 
that in such cases negotiations are greatly facilitated by 
the Department’s guarantees.
